OCEAN PASSENGER RATES. 


It will not have escaped the attention 
of the ocean traveller that, while freight 
charges have of ‘late been sensibly increas- 
ed, there has. been no general movement 
for the advance of passenger rates. It 


‘was stated by an ocean traffic manager 


the other day—and he produced facts and 
figures to prove it—that during the last 
quarter of a contury the increase in pas- 
senger rates has been no more, on the 
average, than about 53 per head. In the 
same period, 
apeed of ships and the comfort of passen- 
gers seeaily improved, but there has been 
an advance in the cost of coal and_provi- 
sions of from 25 to 40 per cent. On this 
showing the steamship companies would 
appear to have exercised their powers of. 
charge somewhat modestly, although it is 
frequently asserted that in. this age of 
steamship conferences the ocean voyager 
is helpless in the grip of, trusts. 

A factor in the situation is, no doubt, 
the ever-increasing number of ocean. tra- 
vellérs, andthe relative economy which’ 
the big ship has rendered possible. Those 
who doubt the need of the modern levia- 
than are apt to forget that in the con- 
struction of big ships is found the surest 
method of carryin| 
able fares... At the same time, the big 
ships, with their suites de tue, have 
brought with them an additional cource 
of revenue, Maybe it is easily over-esti- 


mated, and does not greatly affect the 


average rate of passage money, But the 
price paid for a ‘millionaire suite’’ may 
at least he said to have some relation to 
the possibility of the very low figure 
charged for exceptionally _ comfortable 
quarters in the steerage. Then, again, 
something must be said for-the general 
organisation of steamship travel, which 
is now on a far higher plane than it was 
a p Cea? of a century “ago, and has 
undoubtedly had a‘steadying effect upon 
passenger traffic. 
ut when the steamship owner has dono 
all he can to secure the economical conduct 
of tho business there are factors beyond 
the control. To some of these Sir Ken- 
neth Anderson referred at the mecting 
of the Orient Company, If meat goes up 
4d. a Jb. it costs the Orient Line £2,500 
a year. The Insurance Act imposes upon 
the company an annual charge of. £1,000. 
The sinking ‘of a ‘liner in the North 
Atlantic puts upon the company running 
to Australia a voluntary obligation to 
expend large sams. in providing boats 
and appliances, and. this without any 
assurance that. when the Board of Trade 
finally makes up its mind the thing may 
not have to be dome over again. These 
three instances afford a very good illus- 
tration of the sort of incidental burdens 
which are continually being thrust upon 
the steamship owner, But they are prob. 
ably overshadowed by the high price. of 
bunker coal, which at present. is the life- 
blood of the steamship, and by the largely- 
inereased cost of material-and of labour, 
as well as of provisions.
